Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1949. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  A 
feature  of  the  Statistics  is  the  marked  fall  in  the  number  of 
births  from  508  in  1947  to  366  in  1949.  The  number  of 
deaths  rose  slightly  from  162  to  187. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age 
are  unchanged  at  24.  In  the  report  I have  commented  on 
this  rate  and  the  efforts  being  made  to  save  the  lives  of  these 
babies. 


There  was  a small  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  year 
and  a small  localised  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever.  No  cases  of 
diphtheria  occurred  and  the  acceptance  of  immunisation 
against  this  serious  disease  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  various  Committees  and  to  my  fellow  Officials  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  I am  particularly 
indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  valued  help.

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  was 
the  same  as  1948,  that  is  24,  but  with  the  reduced  number  of 
births  the  rate  goes  up  from  53-0  to  65-6. 

An  investigation  of  these  deaths  showed  the  following 
conditions  were  the  main  factors  or  contributing  factors  in 
the  causes  of  death.

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Prematurity  remains  a constant  cause  of  loss  of  these 
young  lives  and  every  effort  is  made  to  give  specialised 
attention  to  premature  babies  immediately  they  are  born. 
Special  equipment  with  specially  trained  nurses  visit  the  cases 
at  once  and  in  addition  to  the  attendance  of  the  patient’s  own 
doctor  the  services  of  a child  specialist  are  available. 

Fifteen  of  the  children  died  before  reaching  4 weeks  of 
age  and  this  neo-natal  mortality  is  most  difficult  to  reduce. 
There  is  no  one  cause  and  it  is  only  by  continued  efforts  to 
improve  contributory  factors  e.g.,  housing,  social,  nursing, 
hospital,  medical  and  ante-natal,  that  this  unfortunate  wastage 
of  young  lives  can  be  reduced. 


Road  Accidents  and  Other  Violent  Causes. 

Three  inhabitants  of  this  district  lost  their  lives  through 
road  accidents. 

Seven  inhabitants  were  killed  by  other  violent  causes, 
compared  with  four  in  1948.

These  clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended  and  almost 
all  babies  born  in  the  district  are  brought  to  these  clinics  for 
advice  etc.,  from  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Health  V isitors. 
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When  breast  feeding  is  not  possible  artificial  foods  are 
sold  to  the  mothers  at  cost  price  but  every  effort  is  made  to 
encourage  breast  feeding.  There  can  be  no  question  of  the 
immense  advantages  breast  feeding  has  over  dried  milk,  but 
it  is  not  always  easy  to  convince  mothers  of  these  advantages 
and  breast  feeding  in  too  many  is  discontinued  to  suit  the 
mother’s  convenience.  However,  the  Health  Visitors  and 
the  Midwives,  by  their  teaching  of  Mothercraft,  are  increasing 
the  number  of  babies  who  are  breast  fed. 


At  each  clinic  there  is  a committee  of  voluntary  helpers 
and  the  work  they  do  contributes  very  largely  to  the  success 
of  these  clinics. 

(b)  Home  Visits. 

With  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
the  duties  of  Health  Visitors  have  been  considerably  extended 
and  cover  not  only  pre-school  and  school  children,  ex- 
pectant and  nursing  mothers,  but  all  members  of  the  community.

All  Midwives  have  now  been  supplied  with  a gas  and 
air  outfit  and  the  number  of  cases  who  receive  this  simple 
anaesthetic  to  ease  the  pain  of  child  birth  will  increase. 

(c)  Maternity  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  established  with  the  Region- 
al Hospital  Board  and  the  Specialists,  Miss  E.  Peaker  and 
Mr.  D.  R.  L.  Stevenson  attached  to  the  local  Maternity  Hos- 
pitals. Cases  which  require  admission  to  hospital  on  medical 
grounds  are  admitted  as  first  priority  after  reference  to  the 
Specialists.  Cases  which  require  admission  to  hospital  for 
the  confinement  because  of  overcrowding,  etc.,  receive  special 
consideration  and  the  whole  scheme  is  working  most 
satisfactorily. 
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From  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  nearly  60%  of 
the  births  in  the  district  take  place  in  hospital.

3.  DISTRICT  NURSING. 

This  Scheme  has  been  extended  and  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  a relief  nurse  it  is  now  possible  to  give  the  nurses 
off-duty  times  on  a rota.  The  doctors  in  the  area  make  a 
direct  call  on  the  services  of  the  nurses. 

The  area  of  Bentley  and  Adwick-le-Street  is  now 
considered  as  one  unit  and  the  services  of  the  five  district 
nurses  can  be  used  anywhere  in  the  area.  This  ensures  a more 
complete  service  and  as  all  the  nurses  have  now  a motor  car 
the  discomfort  of  cycling  around  the  district  in  inclement 
weather  is  now  a thing  of  the  past.

8.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

This  scheme  is  operated  from  the  Ambulance  Depot, 
Yarboro’  Terrace  Bentley.  Ambulances  and  sitter  cars  are 
available  24  hours  per  day  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses 
or  from  the  general  public  in  an  emergency. 

Patients  discharged  from  hospital  and  who  require  am- 
bulance facilities  use  those  in  which  the  hospital  is  situated 
e.g.,  patients  discharged  from  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary 
have  the  service  of  the  Doncaster  Borough  Ambulance. 

9.  TELEPHONE  NUMBERS.

At  the 
time  of  writing  extensive  alterations  are  being  carried  out 
and  a new  mortuary  and  new  post  mortem  room  with  up-to- 
date  fittings  is  being  provided. 

12.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

10  observations  were  taken  during  the  year.  In  this 
district  the  smoke  nuisances  arise  from  the  two  collieries. 
Repeated  representations  have  been  made  during  the  past  years 
and  the  industry,  recognising  the  nuisance  exists,  are  taking 
steps  to  abate  it.  A battery  of  mechanical  stokers  is  being 
erected  at  Brodsworth  Colliery  and  this  should  do  much  to 
eliminate  the  smoke  nuisance  there.  Similar  provision  is 
required  at  Bullcroft  Colliery,  but  the  work  is  not  yet  scheduled 
by  the  National  Coal  Board  for  commencement. 

The  Officials  of  the  National  Coal  Board  have  been 
active  in  reducing  to  a minimum  the  nuisance  from  the  spoil- 
banks. 

13.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  satisfactory  results 
from  his  programme  for  dealing  with  rat  infestation  at  the 
Sewage  Works,  Refuse  Tips,  Sewers,  Private  Dwelling-Houses 
and  premises  generally.

4.  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK, 

(a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

81  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  27 
samples  pasteurised  by  the  "Holding  Process”  and  54  by  the 

"High  Temperature  Process.’  In  the  first  process  the  milk 
is  held  between  145  deg. — 150  deg.  F.  for  at  least  30  minutes, 
and  then  cooled  to  55  deg.  F,  and  in  the  second  process  the 
milk  is  held  at  a minimum  of  162  deg.  F for  a minimum  of  15 
seconds  and  then  cooled  to  55  deg.  F. 

All  pasteurised  milk  is  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue 
and  the  Phosphatase  Test.  The  latter  test  is  to  ensure  that 
the  milk  has  been  subjected  to  the  proper  temperature  for  the 
necessary  length  of  time  and  so  ensure  the  destruction  of  any 
harmful  bacteria  that  might  be  present  in  the  milk. 

Of  the  81  samples,  2 failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test,  1 failed  to  pass  the  Phosphatase  Test. 


(b)  PASTEURISED  TUBERCULIN  TESTED  MILK. 

54  samples  of  this  milk  were  taken,  2 failed  to  pass  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test.

8.  ICE-CREAM. 

Continued  attention  was  given  throughout  the  year  to 
the  methods  and  places  of  manufacture  of  ice-cream  and  80 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  There 
is  no  statutory  test  but  the  Ministry  have  suggested  four 
grades  and  consistent  failure  to  reach  grades  1 and  2 require 
further  investigation.

7 or  8-75%  were  Grade  3

Scarlet  Fever  showed  an  increase  from  33  to  55  cases 
and  32  of  these  cases  occurred  in  an  outbreak  in  a small  area 
in  Skellow.  Most  of  the  children  affected  were  around  5 
years  of  age  and  it  took  some  weeks  for  the  outbreak  to  sub- 
side. 

There  were  180  cases  of  measles  compared  with  60  in 
1948,  but  whooping  cough  cases  fell  from  135  to  22. 

Three  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  one  case  of 
Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  were  admitted  to  hospital,  but  on 
investigation  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  any  case. 

The  food  poisoning  cases  were  isolated  cases  in  which 
no  organism  could  be  isolated  and  no  sample  of  the  suspected 
food  could  be  obtained.  All  were  of  a mild  notice  and  all 
made  a speedy  and  complete  recovery.
